WASHINGTON, May 21.—Evidence 


of plotting between German and Irish 
agents In this country for an uprising 
in Ireland has been uncovered by 
United States'government agents, and 
Is partly responsible for the recent ar- 
rest of Irish leaders by the British 
government. 
This evidence, which may re matte 


public >iOon, is understood to show 
definitely that Irish leaders, mainly 
Sinn Fein sympathizers In the United 
States, have been in touch with Ger- 
man representatives who agreed to 
furnish money to finance a rebellion 
in Ireland and possibly to send arms 
and ammunition to Ireland by sub- 
marines or blockade runner*. 
There was even some discussion of 
the chances of sending German sol- 
diers to take part in warfare on Irish 
soil. The uprising was set for about 
this time, when the Germans had 
planned to reach the channel ports, 
after their great drive in France and 
when it was believed England would 
be thrown into confusion by the Ger- 
man victories.

its passage by a whimsical legislature 
several years ago. School -Director 
Harry L. Boyle has won a point in his 
controversy with the board of educa- 
tion over the employment of unnatu- 
ralized teachers in Oakland 
schools. 
Under the law, as Interpreted by Dis- 
trict Attorney Ezra Decoto. it is for- 
bidden to employ persons as tpapfiers 
in the schools of California unless they 
are citizens or have declared their in- 
tention of becoming such.

the situation, the board last evening 
ueciuvu lu i:oiu u, special aeiSJuJi ut 0 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon, at which 
time the entire matter will be threshed 
out. 


AFFECT FEW 


According to Assistant Superinten- 


dent Louis B. Avery, should the legal 
bars 
become

ing the situation, there will be very few 
teachers or instructors affected, prob- 
ably less than half a dozen, he esti- 
mates. The exact number of foreign- 
ers other than alien enemies who have 
heretofore been employed in the de- 
partment Is not exactly known and a 
survey will have to be made. 


Last week at the meeting of 
the 


board Director Boyle attempted to put 
through, a resolution making it the 
rule of the board not to employ any 
but citizens or persons who have be- 
come naturalized citizens. An amend- 
ment proposed by Director Marguerite 
Ogden, leaving the field open to citi- 
zens of allied nations or of nations not 
at war with the United States or allies 
of Germany, was finally adopted. 


Boyle last evening moved that the 


former resolution be rescinded, but the 
board decided to take no action until 
Wednesday, 


According to Superintendent Fred 


M. Hunter, the enforcement of the 
law, which has not been 
recognized 


since its passage, would prevent. the 
exchange of teachers and materially 
affect a system that has proven greatly 
beneficial in the past. 


ADOPT REPORT 


The board adopted the report of the 


-committee of the whole, which recom- 
mended the re-election of Assistant 
Superintendents Louis B. Avery and 
E. Morris Cox at salaries of $4000 each 
and of Dan W. Pratt, secretary-busi- 
ness manager, at a salary of $3300. 


It was also decided to ask every em- 


ploye of the school department to con- 
tribute one day's pay to the Red Cross. 


More than 30 of the school build- 


ings, will be open during the summer 
vacation for use by the war service 
organizations. 


Through arrangements made with 


the Government, the school depart- 
ment will provide for instruction," to- 
gether with board and lodging, for 200 
enlisted men during the summer vaca- 
tion at the cost of $1.55 a day each. 
The board recently bid $1.65, but the 
Government offered the lower figurs 
and it was accepted. The soldiers will 
be Instructed in mechanics, wireless 
and other subjects necessary "in the 
different branches of the service.

ECHO OF A BEGBETABLE PAST. 


]S~o doubt considerable surprise has been caused 


by the action of the surviving members of the class 
of 1873 of Cornell University in passing a resolution 
urging the university to cancel the certificate of 
graduation and the several degrees conferred upon 
Dr. David Starr Jordan, chancellor and former 
president of Stanford University. Dr. Jordan has 
of late been openly supporting the government and 
the war. Some of his speeches and poemajiave re- 
ceived the approval of Mr. George Creel and been 
published in the official bulletin. 


In view of these circumstances the unpleasant 


reference to Dr. Jordan's earlier connection with 
peace propaganda and opposition to the government 
might have been overlooked without great injury 
resulting. However, the members of the class of '73 
of Cornell cannot be blamed for wishing to be cleared 
of any reflection upon their class's honor that-might 
exist. 


Commenting in Los Gatog yesterday upon the 


action of his classmates, Dr. Jordan is reported as 
saying: "My attitude toward the war has been one 
of consistent support of the President since the day 
we entered upon hostilities. . . . Once the die 
was cast I believed the whole-hearted prosecution 
of the war should receive the support of every loyal 
American/' 


If correctly nuoted. Dr. -Tordnn was not quite 


exact in his putobiography. Several weeks after war 
was declared, after the selective draft law was 
enacted and signed by the President, he was guilty 
of openly deprecating the enforcement of the draft 
law. He journeyed to Xew York City and put his 
influence and moral force behind misguided stu- 
dents of Columbia University who were openly defy- 
ing the draft law. On that occasion Dr. Jordan gave 
utterance to the amazing moral and legal doctrine 
that a person should not be punished for violating a 
law until it had been declared constitutional by the 
United States Supreme Court. 


It was after the United States entered the war 


also that Dr. Jordan was connected, as an executive 
official, with a •'•peace'-' oigauizatiim several mem- 
bers of which have since been sentenced to prison. 


As a matter of fact, the distinguished educator 


showed pronounced tardiness in openly aligning 
himself behind the country and its aims after war 
was declared. Perhaps his memory failed him when 
ie commented upon the action of his Cornell class- 
mates, a misfortune Hat is prone to fall upon all 
celebrated fishermen. 


It will be presented in a somewhat disguised form, 
but the kernel of the nut is still there. The pro- 
posed constitutional amendment which will be on 
the ballot nest November may wear a few strange 
phrases, but it is the instrument of the same fa- 
miliar group of disturbers and agitators that have 
made California their domicile for several years. 


They call it the "Great Adventure." It is the 


enterprise of the Rational Single Tax League and is 
financed by the income from the endowments of 
Soapmaker Fels and others. Just why they pick on 
California is not clear, but that they do is dis- 
closed by the following paragraph from one K. P. 
Alexander of Little Eock, Arkansas, to Chairman 
Daniel Eiefer of the !N?tiop?l Pi^gle Tax League, 
with headquarters at Arden, Delaware: 


"Begardless of name, location, or whether in the 


United States or in some other country, I have 
come to the conclusion that the most fundamental 
thing you or I or any other single taxer can now 
devote himself to is to quit scattering and actually 
'put over* the single tax in some State. I think Cali- 
fornia is that State. 
Can't you and 


Towne, if considered advisable, put a clerk in charge 
of the office and immediately move for seven 
months' work in California? If you cannot go, can't 
you gather together, quickly, ample funds to cer- 
tainly make California a single tax State this year?" 


The single taxers already are busy through their 


publicity organ, Everyman, published by Luke North 
in Los Angeles. Like all men of warped vision and 
small souls, the single taxers are working this cam- 
paign with discreditable and harmful sophistries 
and untruths. The latest issue of Everyman con- 
tains attacks upon our system and ideals of govern- 
ment, denial of the issues and aims of the war as the 
President has described them, and preachings of 
the propaganda that the "land monopoly" both 
started the war and stands in the way of victory. 
It expresses the confidence that the Germans will

and the channel ports. 


Luke North's single tax organ, Everyman, for

Eeference to the single tax propaganda at this 


time is mainly for the purpose of calling attention 
to the only legitimate way of conducting political 
campaigns during the war. The Great Adventure 
will have to be dealt with. It would be highly im- 
proper to deny to the single taxers the facilities 
and the opportunity of presenting their question to 
the people; it would be violative of the best tradi- 
tions of the Eepublic to attempt to deny th'em such 
opportunity. 


But no propaganda or political issue can safely 


be permitted to resolve itself into an attack, direct 
or indirect, upon the system of American govern- 
ment and the war it now is waging for the defense 
of the nation. Any attempt to undermine the con- 
fidence of the people, to poison their understanding 
of the very clear issues and causes of the conflict, or 
to reflect upon the righteousness of the cause of any 
of America's allies should not be permitted. It 
makes no difference whether the attempt be made 
under the banner of single taxism, L W. TV. or alien 
enemies. 


Contests at the polls, whether 
by the prin- 


cipal political parties, by prohibitionists, the liquor 
interests, single taxers or any other community of 
thought and action, must put victory in the war 
above every other consideration. If contestants 
cannot do this they should be required to keep dis- 
creetlv silent on the war.
